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THE  INFLUENCE  OF  LOVE.  [ 

"For  Ood  80  loved  tlie  world,  lliat  lie  gave  his  only  j 
begotten  that  whosoever  believdh  in  him  should  nnp  '■ 
perish,  hut  huve  everlasting  lil'e.  Pgr  Ood  sent  not  his  I 
Son  into  the  world  to  condemn  the  world  *,  bat  that  the  | 
world  through  him  might  be  suvud.”— John  iil :  10, 17.  j 

It  is  not  easy  to  account  f'urtlie  intruduc-  ; 
tion  of  many  sentiments,  which  are  held  | 
as  sacred  in  tiie  Christian  church.  Atnon^  | 
the  many  which  might  be  mentioned,  1  wilh 
name  the  doctrine  of  infinite  severity  in 
God.  In  this  I  am  unable  to  discover  the  | 
least  resemblance  to  the  tlivine  nature  or  ad- 1 
ministration,  and  it  appears  directly  opposed  | 
to  those  principles,  which  all  exfterience 
has  found  adapted  to  the  governing  motives 
of  man.  And  yet,  many  consider  it  one  of 
the  most  important  and  reforming  doctrines 
of  the  church,  and  they  give  it  acliief  place 
in  all  their  sermons,  exhortations,  and  pray¬ 
ers.  And  it  may  be  considered  the  parent 
of  that  awful  language  respecting  God,  and 
those  violent  measures  in  the  treatment  ol 
sinners,  that  dislinguisli  the  present  age. 
This  doctrine  supposes  that  the  only  way  to 
gain  the  ascendency  over  the  heart,  is,  by 
storm;  that  terror  and  the  thnatenings  of 
vengeance  arc  the  or\iy  means  to  move  the 
guilty,  and  that  these  are  applicable  to  men 
in  nil  their  stages  of  vice. 

Now  we  liclieve,  that  every  sin  will  re¬ 
ceive  a  punishment  according  to  its  magni¬ 
tude.  This  is  agreeable  to  Scripture  and 
universal  experience.  But  there  is  ii  wide 
difference  between  this  ami  infinite  severi¬ 
ty,  or  perhaps  I  shall  be  belter  understood, 
by  saying,  infinite  punisliment.  O  te  is  the 
work  of  a  kind  Father,  who  punishes  for 
the  good  of  his  children  ;  the  other,  of  a 
tyrant  who  torments  to  gratify  his  malignity 
and  pour  out  his  revenge. 

To  prove  the  influence  of  love,  and  its 
superiority  over  severity  or  cruelty,  is  the 
oliject  of  tliis  discourse. 

And  I  begin  by  asking,  whether  the  ty¬ 
rannical  or  merciful  master,  succeeds  the 
best  in  the  government  of  liis  subjects  ?  I 
am  aware  that  some  will  reply,  many  arc 
so  ignorant  and  debased,  that  they  mu.st  be 
kept  under  the  spirit  of  bondage;  that  they 
must  be  driven  by  terror.  It  must,  however, 
he  acknowledged,  that  the  obedi'encc  pro- 1 
duced  in  this  way  is  only  outward  :  while  ! 
the  body  obeys,  the  soul  is  aversion.  But  j 
is  it  true,  that  the  uncultivated  soul  is  inca-  j 
pnble  of  being  governed  Ity  kindneas  nnd 
love,  and  of  exercising  gratitude  1  I  f  so, 
it  must  be  below  even  the  brute  creation,  for 
kindness  has  been  known  to  triumph  with 
tbein,v*ben  cruelty  had  been  exerted  in  vain. 
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The  lessons  of  experience  in  the  govern¬ 
ment  of  suhjocls,  arc  wholly  in  lavor  of 
kindness,  even  with  the  most  degraded  and 
besotted.  Indeed,  tiiis  has  been  found  to 
be  the  only  way  to  produce  inward  obedi¬ 
ence.  All  tlie  instruments  of  cruelty  and 
weapons  of  fear  have  never  been  known  to 
produce  a  willing  compliance  with  duty. 
Tiie  soul  of  man  with  all  its  degradation, 
possesses  too  much -self-love  and  respect,  to 
be  governed  by  tyranny.  Why  is  it,  that, 
one  master  is  continually  receiving  the 
praisiM  of  bis  subjects,  while  another  is  re¬ 
ceiving  their  denunciations  ?  Is  it  not  be-. 
cau.se*  lie  has  cvinceil  a  love  for  his  subjects,, 
anil  sought  their  welfare  1 

Again  :  as  another  proof  of  our  position, 
let  us  inquire,  whelherthc  man  who  moves 
in  society,  and  manifests  only  ]>rinciples  of 
cruelty  and  unkindness,  is  likely  to  obtain 
ns  many  friends,  as  the  man  who  is  afli.c- 
tinnatc  in  his  disposition,  cordial  in  his  man¬ 
ners,  free  in  his  attentions  and  ollices  of 
civility  1  All  know,  that  while  the  one 
would  be  looked  upon  with  dislike  and  un-* 
kindness,  the  other  would  lie  greeted  by., 
the  smile  of  friendship,  and  the  tears  of 
joy  ;  and  that  his  presence  would  light  up 
the  emotions  of  thankfulness,  even  in  the 
bosoms  of  those,  who,  from  their  want  of 
improveinent,  are  considered  by  some,  iaca- 
pable  of  gratitude. 

Let  a  person  of  the  lowest  walk  of  life, 
with  a  heart  full  of  la-nevolyice,  and  with¬ 
out  a  single  article  of  charify  in  his  hand, 
go  among  the  utterly  desiimte  and  the  uiieul- 
livjited,  and  let  him  sympathize  with  them, 
wisli  them  prosperity,  and  [toint  tin  m  to  the 
ho|)e  of  the  Gospel ;  and  he  will  soften  into 
kindness  every  exasperated  feeling  of  their 
nature,  chase-away  every  emotion  of  bitter¬ 
ness  and  ill  will,  and  receive  il-.e  benedic¬ 
tions  of  all  hearts.  Here,  then,  we  see  the 
influence  of  love. 

Again  :  as  another  proof  of  our  great 
position,  let  us  consider  the  examples  of 
Howard,  the  great  philanthropist.  This 
man’s  doings  and  enlcrprizes  were  among 
the  outca-stsof  society.  They  were  among 
not  only  the  ignorant  and  uncultivated,  but 
those  who  had  become  hardened  by  repeat¬ 
ed  crimes,  and  who  were  stained  liy  every 
moral  pollution.  And  after  travelling  thro’ 
Europe,  and  descending  into  every  prison- 
house,  and  becoming  familiar  with  men  in 
all  the  statics  of  depravity,  he  gives  it  its 
the  fruit  of  his  experience,  that  even  the 
most  hard,  defying  and  dauntless  ciinriinul, 
is  not  unrcclaimnble ;  that  there  is  one  prin¬ 
ciple  that  can  be  touched  and  he  will  live — 
and  that  is,  the  principle  of  love.  “Treat 
them,”  he  s-ays,  “  with  tenderness,  siiow 
them  that  yon  Itave  humanity,  and  without 


relaxing  one  single  iota  from  the  steadiness 
of  a  caliit  and  resolute  discipline,  5’ou  will 
make  them  feel  the  workings  of  those  pow¬ 
ers,  which  give  man  his  dignity  and  moral 
worth.”  Ileretl'.cn  we  see,  that  the  most 
wicked,  those  who  are  past  all  recovery  by 
terror  and  entreaty,  have  still  a  principle  that 
can  be  moved  by  love.  And  if  those  ih  the 
last  and  lowest  degree  of  depravity,  can  be 
thus  reclaimed,  what  must  be  its  influence 
on  the  multitude,  and  especially  on  the  mo¬ 
rally  pure,  on  those  seeking  for  a  glowing 
likeness  to  God  ? 

I  now  ask  your  attention  to  another  kind 
of  proof,  in  favor  of  our  position  ;  to  the 
testimony  of  inspiration.  And  the  first  I 
will  produce  from  tliis,  is  the  text.  “  God 
so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his  only  be¬ 
gotten  Son.  God  sent  not  his  Son  to  con¬ 
demn  the  world,  but  to  save  it.” 

Now  if  tbeie  ever  was  a  time,  when  the 
w  ickedness  of  men  would  jnstily  the  exer¬ 
cise  of  infinite  cruelly,  it  was  wlien  God 
loved  the  w  orld  nnd  gave  it  his  Son.  '  Then, 
it  was  an  immense  prison-house  of  depravi¬ 
ty.  All  flesli  liad  corrupted  their  ways ;  and 
instead  of  seeking  a  icturn  to  God,  the  world 
was  daily  lieeoming  more  corrupt.  To  a 
world  in  tliis  condition,  God  sent  forth  liis 
Sun.  He  seems  to  have  adopted  tjiis,  as  the 
hist  and  the  only  means  to  eflect  its  res¬ 
toration.  He  could  have  spoken  in  peals 
of  thinuler,  and  clothed  himself  in  tlie  gar¬ 
ments  of  severity  ;  he  could  have  issued 
those  stern  decrees,  wliicli  would  have 
shown  men  their  endless  ruin,  if  they  delay¬ 
ed  anolIuT  day  tlie  work  of  repentance. _ 

But  he  chooses  a  diflerenf,  and  as  we  think, 
HU  infinitely  better,  mode  of  dealing  with 
ih(  ni.  He  knew  there  was  but  one  princi¬ 
ple  w  hich  could  be  touched,  and  this  only  by 
a  signal  munifestation  of  infinite  goodness, 
by  the  exhibiiioii  of  a  f'ather’s  tenderness 
liiid  affection.  He  knew  also,  that  it  was 
not  enough  to  talk  of  his  love  ;  lie  saw  the 
necessity  of  revealing  it  in  the  ministry  of 
('hrist  .It^us,  llial  men  might  have  the  ful¬ 
lest  proofs  of  its  exi.sience,  be  moved  by 
its  heavenly  invitations,  and  share  in  its 
liberalities. 

But  tiiis  is  not  the  only  text,  that  speak-s 
of  God’s  goodness  and  its  refurming  influ¬ 
ence.  “The  Lord  is  good  an  to  all.  and 
his  tender  mercies  are  over  all  liis  works. 
O,  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord  for  his 
goodness,  and  his  vwtnderful  works  to  the 
children  of  men.  O.  taste  and  sec  that  tiie 
Lord  is  good.  But  I  stiy  unto  you,  love 
your  enemies,  that  ye  may  be  the  children 
of  your  Father  who  is  in  heaven.  We  lovo 
him  because  he  first  loved  us.  Herein  is 
love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he 
loved  u8,and  sent  his  Son  to  be  the  propitia- 
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tion  for  oar  Hms.”  From  the  i'oreguing 
passages  we  learn  that  it  is  God's  uniform 
manner  of  dealing  with  men,  to  captivate 
them  with  kindness,  to  win  them  by  love. 
This  is  one  of  his  great  principles  of  action, 
in  the  government  of  man.  Hence  he  calls 
himselfour  Father ;  speaks  of  his  great  love 
wherewith  he  loved  us  when  we  were  dead 
in  trespasses  and  sins,  and  reminds  us  of 
the  many  favors  we  have  received.  Now 
why  should  Deity  adopt  this  mode  of  dealing 
with  his  children  ;  why  should  he  take  this 
method  to  reform  the  worst  of  his  ollspring, 
if  there  is  n(»t  an  omnipotent  inducncc  in 
love,— an  influence  which  restores,  when 
all  other  means  have  failed, — an  influence 
which  is  adapted  to  all  characters  and  con¬ 
ditions  ? 

Perhaps  1  shall  be  told,  there  are  passages 
which  represent  Goil  as  filled  witli  anger, 
and  ns  hating  all  the  workers  of  iniquity. 
Very  true,  but  a  few  remarks  will  satisfy 
all  that  they  do  not  oppose  the  great  propo¬ 
sition  of  our  discourse. 

First,  They  are  figurative  expressions, 
and  had  their  rise  in  the  first  ages  of  the 
world,  in  the  scarcity  of  words.  And 
according  to  all  rules  of  interpretation, 
they  should  be  so  explained,  as  nut  to  vio¬ 
late  a  single  perfection  of  God,  Say,  if 
you  please,  they  express  the  divine  opposi¬ 
tion  to  sin,  and  his  rigliteuus  determinatioTi 
to  punish  the  guilty  ;  this  is  our  belief,  and 
we  conceive  it  perfectly  consistent  with  Goil, 
and  not  in  the  least  opposed  to  the  idea  of' 
his  having  an  infinite  love  of  benevolence, 
and  kindness  for  those  with  whom  he  is 
represented  as  being  so  exceedingly  wroth. 

This  is  evident,  se.'ondly,  from  the  cir¬ 
cumstance.  that  those  very  passages  which 
speak  of  the  existence  of  Govl’s  wr.ith,  spe.ik 
of  its  end.  This  circumstance  most  clear¬ 
ly  shows,  that  the  divine  opposition  to  sin 
does  not  argue  against  his  love,  nor  against 
the  supposition,  that  he  seeks  the  highest ' 
felicity  of  his  boundless  universe,  in  all 
the  dispensations  of  his  Providence,  To 
aay  that  goodness  is  opposed  to  a  just  and 
disciplinary  punishment,  is  to  give  it  the 
character  of  human  weakness.  Does  the 
chastisement  inflicted  by  the  wise  and  good 
parent,  prove  that  he  clues  not  love  his  otF- 
apring?  If  not,  the  punishments  of  God  art- 
no  arguments  against  his  goodness. 

Hence  our  position  derives  support  from 
the  very  point  that  is  so  otlen  urgcal  against 
it.  Consequently,  the  fact,  that  God  sought 
to  regenerate  and  save  the  world  by  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  love,  stands  as  an  infinite  and 
everlasting  argument  against  the  doctrine 
of  endless  misery.  And  surely,  if  in  tlie 
future  world,  the  love  and  kindness  of  God, 
which  shall  then  be  seen  in  unclouded  splen¬ 
dor,  shall  call  forth  tlie  praises  of  the  re¬ 
deemed,  why  should  nut  these  principles 
now,  according  to  their  manifestation,  have 
the  same  holy  effect?  Why  then,  talk 
about  the  necessity  of  endless  misery,  of 
charming  men  into  the  exercise  of  love  by 
threatenings  <»f  infinite  terror  and  cruc-lty  ? 
Fear  canncit  implant  this  in  the  soul ;  it  is 
only  begotten  by  love  and  cherished  by 
love.  **  We  love  him  because  be  first  loved 


us.  Beloved,  if  God  so  loved  us,  we  ought 
also  to  love  one  another.” 

This  subject  will  be  greatly  strengthened 
by  considering  the  means  which  Jesus  em¬ 
ployed  in  spreading  the  Gospel,  and  in  re- 
geiieniting  sinners.  He  alwaye  clulbed 
himself  in  the  garments  of  salvation  ;  he 
gave  the  most  inviting  and  afiectionate  invi- 
t.itiuns  ;  he  besought  people  by  the  tender 
mercies  of  the  Most  H  igh  ;  he  made  the 
greatest  sacrifices  fur  their  good  ;  he  de¬ 
clared  his  affection  for  them,  wept  overtheir 
condition,  and  at  last  died  as  a  seal  to  his 
testimony.  He  might  have  been  crowned 
king  of  the  Jews,  and  led  his  nation  on  to 
universal  empire ;  he  might  have  been 
clothed  with  the  splendor  of  external  royal¬ 
ty,  and  swayed  the  sceptre  of  the  world  ; 
hut  he  chose  to  be  meek  and  lowly  in  heart, 
to  be  destitute  of  a  place  to  lay  his  head,  to 
spend  the  period  of  his  ministry  in  doing 
good,  in  imparting  religious  instruction,  in 
manifesting  tiiat  love,  which  laid  the  great 
plan  of  grace,  and  in  heightening  those  pow¬ 
ers,  which  had  been  corrupted  and  laid  waste 
by  the  blighting  and  withering  influence  of 
ignoranreand  sin. 

Here  then  is  an  exhibition  of  love,  car¬ 
ried  out  into  all  the  transactions  of  life  ;  and 
it  places  beyond  all  dispute,  the  position 
which  we  advocate. 

Again  :  our  position  is  sustained  by  the 
preaching  of  the  apostles.  Before  their 
conversion  to  Christianity,  they  were  advo¬ 
cates  for  sentiments  of  partiality  ;  they  had 
been  accustomed  to  hear  I'rom  their  spiritual 
guides,  the  tnost  sweeping  denunciations 
against  the  wicked,  and  they  had  associated 
will)  tlie  promotion  of  virtue,  doctrines  of 
infinite  severity.  But  the  dispensation  of 
Jesus  o]ieiied  a  new  field  of  eontemplaticm, 
and  ileveloped  new  and  different  means,  for 
the  reConiiulion  of  sinners.  They  liad 
lieard  their  divine  Master  say,  “  that  all  the 
law  and  the  prupliets  hang  upon  these  two 
ireat  comman.lmcnts, — to  love  God  witli 
all  our  soul,  and  our  neighbor  as  we  love 
ourselves  ;’l  and  they  had  heard  hint  declare, 
that  he  would  make  known  liis  Futher,  that 
the  world  might  be  filled  with  that  love 
which  originated  and  was  carrying  into  ex¬ 
ecution  tlie  great  plan  of  salvation  ;  and  in 
imitation  of  him,  tliey  were  constrained  to 
say,  “  the  goodness  of  God  leadeth  unto  re¬ 
pentance.  God  commendeth  his  love  to¬ 
wards  Its,  in  that  while  we  were  yet  sinners 
Christ  died  for  us.”  Divine  love  was  the 
theme  on  which  they  constantly  dwelt,  and 
if  the  subject  of  punishment  wasintrtKluced, 
they  showed  that  it  was  in  accordance  with 
love.  Indeed,  so  much  did  they  dwell  up¬ 
on  this  principle,  that  they  were  led  to  ex¬ 
claim,  *•  Behold  what  manner  of  love  the 
Father  hath  bestowed  upon  us.” 

It  is  said  of  St.  John,  that  when  unable 
from  the  infirmities  of  age,  to  walk,  he  was 
borne  every  Sabbath  day  by  the  Christians 
into  the  congregation,  and  that  he  would 
raise  his  trembling  hand  and  say,  “  little 
children  love  one  another”  And  what  ef¬ 
fect  must  this  have  had  !  to  see  a  servant  of 
the  cross,  who  had  long  suffered  and  toiled 
in  promulgating  the  Gospel,  and  whose  head 


was  whitened  by  the  frosts  of  nearly  an 
hundred  winters,  thus  urge  the  necessity  of 
love,  must  not  only  have  shown  them  their 
duty,  blit  the  superior  influence  of  this  prin¬ 
ciple  upon  the  heart!  Thus  docs  the  preach¬ 
ing  of  the  apostles,  clearly  prove  our  posi¬ 
tion. 

Again  ;  this  is  proved  from  the  superior 
tendency  of  Cliristianity,  a  tendency  which 
all  Christians  admit,  and  which  their  eleva¬ 
ted  characters,  their  superior  privileges,  and 
their  refined  morality,  indisputably  prove. 
And  its  licnevolence  is  one  distinguished 
reason  of  its  superior  influence.  Forfhe 
correctness  of  this,  compare  Heathenism 
with  Christianity.  The  duties  of  one,  ex- 
'  hibit  only  sentiments  of  cruelty  and  revenge; 
they  are  destitute  of  ennobling  and  endear¬ 
ing  qualities,  and  are  supposed  to  be  full  of 
hatred  and  anger.  Hence  the  revenge  and 
ill  will,  that  exist  among  Heathens,  and 
hence  the  various  sacrifices,  which  have 
been  offered,  to  arrest  the  anger  and  propiti¬ 
ate  the  favor  of  the  gods.  Phidias,  thy 
Athenian,  the  son  Charmides  who  executed 
the  figure  of  Jupiter,  that  most  finished  of 
all  the  Grecian  statues,  was  the  first  who 
portray^  the  divine  nature  with  the  majet- 
ty  of  power  and  the  mildness  of  clemency. 

'  Differently  from  all  other  artists,  he  distin¬ 
guished  Jupiter  by  elevation,  and  madp 
gfKidncss  atid  mercy  his  distinctive  charac¬ 
teristics.  Tliis  he  conceived  a  new  motive, 
a  motive  above  oil  others,  to  the  veneration 
of  mortals. 

But  this  representation  of  Phidias,  haj 
'  not  been  generally  imitated.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  the  Heathen  deities  have  been  of  a 
,  character  to  produce  the  greatest  austerities 
among  the  people. the  most  painful  penances, 
the  most  disgusting  superstitions,  the  moet 
licentious  rites,  the  most  rigid  belief  in 
charms  and  fortunate  times,  the  must  degra¬ 
ding  views  of  the  female  character,  and  the 
wildest  reveries  respecting  the  future  state. 
Now  compare  these  deities  with  the  God 
which  Christianity  reveals,  contrast  their 
cruelty  with  hi-*  benevolence,  and  you  will 
readily  discover,  why  the  Christian  charac¬ 
ter  is  so  much  elevated  above  the  Healhrn. 
Say  nut  that  their  degraded  characters  are 
tlie  sole  effect  of  idolatry,  for  names  do  not 
alter  the  nature  of  things,  and  if  their  dei¬ 
ties  had  lieen  worthy  of  adoration,  the  peo¬ 
ple  would  have  been  virtuous,  "for every 
one  will  walk  in  the  name  of  his  God.” 

And  here  we  have  cause  to  lament  the 
false  views  which  have  been  given  of  the 
divine  character ;  for  if  he  had  been  uni¬ 
formly  preached  ns  a  God  of  love,  ns  a  Gnd 
pecking  in  all  his  plans  the  everlasting  feli¬ 
city  of  his  boundless  universe  ;  had  no  prin¬ 
ciples  of  revenge,  no  attributes  of  cruelty, 
and  no  purposes  of  partiality  been  ascrilira 
to  him,  we  can  hardly  conceive  of  the  mo¬ 
ral  purity  and  perfection,  which  the  Chris¬ 
tian  world  would  have  attained.  VVe  look 
upon  these  erroneous  representations  of 
G<k1,  as  producing,  to  a  certain  degree,  the 
same  effects,  which  the  false  deities  of  the 
Heathens  have  produced.  They  have  been

AUBURN  AND  VICINITY. 

Brs,  Skinner  and  Gnosn — It  is  with 
gratitude  and  praise,  to  our  divine  Creator 
and  Benefactor,  I  announce  to  you  the  pros¬ 
perity  of  lil)eral  Christianity  and  free  in¬ 
quiry  in  this  region  of  our  happy  laud.  The 
Lord  has  done,  and  is  doing  great  things 
for  us,  whereof  we  are  glad. 

I  left  my  family  and  friends  in  the  town 
of  Lee,  on  the  11th  of  January  last,  and 
arrived  at  Skaneatc.les,  on  the  13tli.  It 
was  with  emotions  of  joy,  I  mingled  again 
in  the  society  of  the,  blessed — the  circle  of 
kind  and  aflectionatc  friends,  who  liad  visi¬ 
ted  me  and  relieved  my  wants  on  a  bed  of 
sickness;  which  in  the  providence  of  God, 
I  was  called  to  sufler  at  the  bouse  of  Br. 
Newton  Enos,  in  tlic  town  of  Marcellus,  in 
the  month  of  Sepfendicr  last.  It  is  impos¬ 
sible  for  me  to  describe  the  kindness  and 
attention  which  I  received  wliile  sick  at  his 
hospitable  mansion.  Br.  Enos  and  his  amia¬ 
ble  family,  did  all  in  their  power  to  make 
me  comfortable  and  happy.  Tlicir  kind¬ 
ness,  care,  and  benevolence,  will  ever  be 
remembered  by  me,  with  much  gratitude, 
while  travelling  the  chequered  scenes  of  life 
below. 

After  having  preached  at  Skancateles,  El- 
bridge,  Jordan  and  Cato,  I  was  invited  to 
visit  our  friends  and  preach  .at  Auburn,  It 


was  with  reluctance  I  consented  to  make  an 
.appointment  at  that  place  ;  I  say  with  re¬ 
luctance  bec.ausc  I  knew,  as  tSr.  S.  R. 
Smith,  well  observes  in  his  “  visit  to  Gc- 
ncja,"  tliat  tliere  was  once  a  society  called 
L'nivcrsalists  in  th.at  place ;  but  alas  !  like 
the  children  of  the  patriarch  Jacob — “it  is 
not.”  It  has  gone  the  way  of  things  that 
arc  forgotten,  and  like  tlie  dust  of  former 
works  of  magnificence,  its  very  materials 
arc  sc.attered  to  the  winds  of  lieaven.  I 
preached  at  the  Courthouse  on  Friday  eve¬ 
ning,  February  17.  Our  meeting  was  well 
attended  by  a  respectable,  candid  audience, 
who  listened  with  profound  attention,  while 
I  delivered  my  message  from  Matt,  xxv  : 
41.  After  service,  I  became  acquainted 
with  .Mr.  George  B.  Chase,  who  respect¬ 
fully  invited  me  to  his  liouse,  about  one 
mile  from  the  village  of  Auburn,  where  I 
shared  the  kind  and  affectionate  hospitality 
of  himself  and  family. 

The  next  morning,  Mr.  Chase  solicited 
rnc  to  speak  once  more  in  that  place,  from 
the  same  words  from  which  I  liad  spoken 
on  the  evening  of  the  17th.  I  consented, 
and  Mr.  Cliase  requested  the  several  Edi¬ 
tors  in  Auburn,  to  notify  the  public  through 
the  medium  of  their  papers,  tliat  a  .sermon 
would  be  delivered  at  the  Courthouse,  on 
Friday  evening,  February  2*1.  The  re¬ 
quest  was  cheerfully  granted  by  all,  witliout 
a  murmur.  This  act  of  kindness  and  libe¬ 
rality,  is  certainly  worthy  of  all  praise. 

In  the  evening,  the  Courthouse  was  filled 
to  overflowing.  It  was  judged  there 
were  600  persons  present.  And  the  con¬ 
gregation  gave  demonstrative  evidence  of 
the  liberality  of  their  sentiments  and  hearts. 
I  preached  again  at  the  same  bouse  on  Fri¬ 
day  evening,  March  9.  The  congregaiion 
was  about  as  numerous  as  at  the  previous 
mee  ing;  and  I  am  happily  disappointed  in 
knowing  that  our  bretlin.n  and  friends  in 
Auburn  who  “  were  dead,  are  alive  again.”

I 
was  credibly  informed  this  week,  that  our 
friends  in  Auburn  are  about  to  erect  a  stone 
Meetinghouse  in  that  village.  IMay  the 
Lord  bless  and  prosper  them  in  such  an  un¬ 
dertaking.

Agreeably  to  promise  we  proceed  to  exhibit 
a  specimen  of  tliat  grummuticul  and  logical  rea¬ 
soning  by  whicii  this  self-constituted  and  boast¬ 
ing  champion  of  Purtialisnt  would  support  the 
dogma  of  endless  misery.

[The  New 
Testament  tells  us  that  Jesus  sent  the  Holy 
Spirit  into  the  world  from  the  Father,  and  that 
the  Comforter  dwelt  in  people  in  this  world.'] 
And  being  dictated  by  iT,[tbe  Holy  Spirit,]  he 
[wbol]  is  a  GUARUER  [guard  or  guardian?]  to 
the  saint, and  keepsbim  from  sinning.  The  man 
is  in  this  world,  and  the  spirit  is  in  the  eter¬ 
nal  world.  The  lile  which  the  saint  receives 
is  the  trust  and  confidence  which  he  puts  in  the 
.yiirit.  [i.  e  ;  he  g’ets  that  which  he  gires!] 
So  that  being  connected  with  the  spirit  in  the 
ETERNAL  WORLD,  [Culviii’s  tpse  rfizit,]  his  life 
is  in  the  eternal  world  and  not  in  this.  [Ipse 
dixit  proof  again.]  And  man  living  without  an 
end  to  his  being  in  the  eternal  world,  it  is  evi- 
dent  that  he  must  live  in  an  never  ending  bliss 
or  wretchedness.  [Sound  logic!  but  why  not 
bliss  arul  wretchedness  alternately,  us  well  as 
either,  and  for  the  same  reason  and  by  the  same 
logic?]  There  is  no  medium  between  the  two 
states  of  his  being.  [This  proves  not  that  there 
is  no  a'ternation  between  them.]  If  he  does  nut 
enjoy  happiness,  he  must  as  a  matter  of  course, 
a  never  ending  life  of  sorrow*.  [This  does  not 
prove  that  any  will  not  enjoy  happiness,  &c.] 
And  his  being  connected  with  the  Holy  Spirit 
ill  the  manner  in  which  I  have  stated  and 
proved,  [by  mere  say  so  only,]  if  [if  proretl, 
why  the  ‘if’  ?]  be  [who?  the  Holy  l^piritf  or, 
the  manf]  dues  stand  in  this  relation  tu'him, 
[who?  the  Spirit?  or,  the  man?]  then  that  life 
is  equivalent  to  one  of  an  endless  happiness.’ 
[Most  singular  logic !  for  by  it  the  endless 
misery  and  endless  happiness  of  one  and  the 
same  man  may  boOs  lie  proven  true — As,  fiir  in¬ 
stance,  Dr.  Lansing’s  Universalist  deacon.] 
“Tliat  it  is  equivalent  to  astute  of  eternal 
holiness  is  evident  from  the  following  fact,  that 
man  cannot  sin  beyond  the  resurrection— If  he 
cannot  sin,  he  will  be  happy  or  holy  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  no  doiibt.  [Wo  thank  Calvin  for  this 
testimony  in  favor  of  universal  solvation— but 
had  he  not  better  confine  himself  to  proving  his 
own  doctrine?  He  here  admits  that  if  all  men 
lie  raised  in  the  resurrection,  (a  fact  he  does  not 
deny,)  then  all  will  be  hr.ly  or  happy  beyond 
doubt — the  very  thing  we  believe.]  He  cannot 
sin  in  heaven — [for  he  will  have  no  motive  to 
sin — he  will  lie  holy  and  perfect]  for  [mind 
Calvin’s  logical  reason.]  heaven  is  the  reward 
which  is  given  fiir  his  labors  while  in  this 
world.  [If,  then,  I  pay  a  man  a  dollar  fur  set- 
ting  type,  while  he  has  that  dollar,  he  cannot 
distribute  type !  What  an  admirable  thing  this 
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logic  isl  But  where  will  Calvin  find  that 
“eternal  life,”  in  any  sense,  that  even  this 
life — IS  not  tlie  gift  of  God— that  it  is  of  works 
— that  it  is  not  utgtace  but  of  debt — so  that  man 
may  have  whereof  to  bo.ast  ?  We  want 
other  proof  tbaii  bis  mere  say  so  before  we  re¬ 
ject  the  testimony  of  tit.  Faul.]  This  is  a  fact 
[viz  ;  that  heaven  is  the  reward  of  man's  Jabors 
and  not  the  git)  of  Godl]  which  no  man  can 
deiiyor  show  to  the  contrary.  If  nut  [a  fact] 
CORROBORATE  it,  [the  false  fact  f  does  Calvin 
think  we  would  corroborate  his  false  state¬ 
ments  ?  i.  e  :  were  such  a  thing  possible,]  and 
I  will  show  you  a  man  that  will  rRuvB  [ha 
means  ‘  call’]  direct  evidence  to  be  indirecL'’ 
“It  remains  fur  you  to  prove  that  man  if  he 
is  a  saint,  (fur  I  mean  no  other)  does  not  stand 
in  tlie  relation  to  the  spirit  which  I  have  stated, 
in  order  to  make  it  appear  tbgt  the  fife  in  this 
chapter  and  verse  is  not  equivalent  to,  and  does 
not  mean  eternal  [he  means  endless]  happiness. 
[We  beg  his  pardon  fur  saying  that  the  q^- 
mative  is  to  be  proven— nut  asserted  but  ritovgH 
— ill  such  discussions,  and  not  the  ne^atuc.}— 
And  yet  another.  [Another  I  ]  When  yon 
have  dune  this  it  remains  for  you  to  prove  that 
a  saint  can  sin  beyond  the  resurrection,  in  order 
to  make  it  appear  tiiat  this  bft  (in  this  chapter 
and  verse,)  is  not  equivalent  to  an  endless  life 
of  holiness.  [Why  the  fellow  writes  as  if  the 
lifii  named  was  to  be  conferred  only  after  the 
resurrection  to  incorruntion  and  immortality  I 
What  an  .assumption  !  'fhis  is.taking  for  grant¬ 
ed  tlio'very  thing  in  dispute;  knowing  too,  as 
he  dods,thutvve  believe  it  was  conferred  in  that 
generation — before  some  standing  there,  when 
Jesus  spake,  tasted  of  death — before  the  disci¬ 
ples  hud  gone  over  all  the  cities  of  Israel.  But 
why  should  we  prove  that  a  saint( meaning  one 
who  was  a  saint  vvliile  in  this  life, )wiil  sin  after 
the  resurrection  wiien  we  believe  no  one  will 
sin  after  that  period? — that  nil  will  be  saints?

[we  do  not  aim  at  proving  unfounded  posi¬ 
tions,]  and  I  will  acknowledge  it,  if  your  evi- 
dence  he  legal  and  direct.”  [Legal  and  direct 
evidence  to  make  a  man  acknowledge  an  uu- 
foiinded  proposition  !] 

“  If  there  is  pleasure  on  earth  which  man  or 
angels  cannot  enjoy,  it  is  that  of  brinmng  and 
convincing  man  when  in  an  error.”  [What  a 
grntifientinn  it  must  be,  indeed,  to  do  an  impss^ 
at^Indeed!] 

We  may  have  been  severe  on  Cahfin’e  pre¬ 
tensions,  but  we  hope  our  severity  will  amend 
his  manners  and  his  style.  He  may  go;  we 
are  done  with  him.
